These 'original packages' may 
be of any size, for it is not judicially ascer- 
tained just how large an 'original package' 
of liquor may be.

which these original packages will be sold 
will be Bristol, because it is convenient to 
New Jersey and there are doubtless enough 
drinkers there to invite the 'original pack- 
age' man in. The 'original package' man 
does not have to pay a hotel or saloon license 
and herein he has an advantage. 
But he 


cannot sell to minors, to persons of known 
intemperate habits, on Sundays or election 
days. As yet no sales of such packages in 
this county have been reported. One of th 
possible evils of this 'original package' dccis 
ion of the United Slates Supreme Court ie 
tlie fact that it will enable a liquor dealer 
outside of the State to send his agent with 
original packages containing one or two 
drinks to any picnic ground. 
As I under- 


stand the decision the 'agent' may shift his 
location at will. If this is so a saloon may 
soon become an adjunct to every excursion 
ground, of which we have several, in lower 
Bucks. Every safeguard of the present license 
system will be broken down, for the holder 
of a license under our Pennsylvania statute 
can sell at one place only. It will require 
further decisions to dispose or several ques- 
tions which may arise under this new phase 
of the liquor question.

A N'ew Method of Molting Iron. 


A German inventor proposes a new 


method of melting iron, the advantages 
claimed for which are economy in fuel, 
greater facility for maMng sharp, strong 
costing* and a purer description of metal. 
The cupola is supplied with blasts through 
two tuyeres, one above the other, there be- 
ing eighteen ip each set, the tuyeres being 
ports, w ith the form of a vertical slat, and 
directly connected with a tuyere ring. The 
special feature of the cupola is that the 
bottom is a slightly inverted arch, pierced 
by two openings, through which both 
blasts, or, rather, imperfectly consumed 
gases of combustion and the fluid can flow. 
Below ia a small chamber, in which the 
Iron collects. It is heated by gases forced 
down from the cupola above, those being 
supplied with the necessary air forcorabus- 
tion by a special tuyere leading to the 
main pipe, the chamber at the same time 
serving to preheat scrap, etc., which needs 
only to 1)« pushed Into the bath for dissolv- 
ing It.—Xew York Telegram.
